Caidas will previously inocu- 
late with his serum, which, he says, 
will render them immune. The other 
two pairs will bite two noniiiiinunes. 


Luckily, some apparently good mos- 


quitoes are available, as hitherto this 
yecr out of 30 persons bitten by other 
mosquitoes infected from cases of yei- 
low fever in Havana none has de- 
veloped the disease.

Locomotive and Machine works was 
circulated this morning, but upon in- 
vestigation the situation proved to be 
ojje wbich is of but slight concern, 
and is merely local ia its significance.

The Lima company employ in the 


depariTuiint about 75 men, 30 of whom 
belong to the union, and the rest do 
not. When a man asks for work and j 
he is found to be competent, he gets 
it and no questions are asked relating 
to big connect!ion with any order. 
Tins state of aff.urs has existed, for 
years and there has been no com- 
plaint. The department, however, re- 
quires only about one-third of the 
number employed, so lung as the vrcrk 
is conuccd to the absolute-needs of 
the establishment, but ia order t 
Keep ail of the men employed, order 
for work have been received fror 
other concerns, and the paterae sen 
to Lima.

cluding the t^vo who were let go Sat- 
urday evening. 


Twenty moulders are still left in 


the department, seven of whom are 
union men, and the number is suffic- 
ient for at least the persona! needs of 
the Lima Machine Works. Just hen- 
far the rcea who are out can go in 
causing dissatisfaction among those 
remaining is for the future to dieciose.
